Now  York  State  Townships  and  Counties 

Are  you  puss led  about  the  location  of  a  place  in  one  of  the  New 
England  states  which  you  cannot  find  on  a  state  map,  an  atlas  or  a 
postal  guide?  Persons  living  in  Oregon  and  not  familiar  with  the 
forms  of  local  government  in  other  places  do  not  appreciate  the  sig¬ 
nificance  of  the  township  (called  commonly  ’’town"  in  the  New  England 
states  / 

In  Oregon  the  townships  are  of  the  so-called  congressional  or  geo¬ 
graphic  type.  They  have  regular  boundaries  six  miles  square  and 
serve  only  as  the  basis  of  land  records.  They  are  numbered  rather 
than  named  and  have  no  local  government.  However,  in  22  states  the 
township  is.  a  corporate  unit  and  is  the  local  governing  body.  It  is 
of  limited  area  with  irregular  boundaties;  may  be  completely  rural 
or  may  encompass  several  villages.  Many  of  the  municipalities  are 
merely  the  more  populous  portion  of  a  township  and  are  under  the  jur¬ 
isdiction  of  the  township  government. 

The  township  bears  a  name  which  does  not  appear  on  the  usual  map, 
nor  in  an  atlas  or  postal  guide.  Nevertheless,  this  name  v/as  (and 
is)  used  by  rural  inhabitants  to  designate  the  place  ./here  they  re¬ 
sided.  Considerable  confusion  may  arise  from  the  fact  that  this  name 
may  be  the  same  as  that  of  a  village  in  another  county  which  you  do 
find  on  the  map.  Perhaps  the  amateur  genealogist  has  been  searching 
diligently  for  his  ancestors  in  the  wrong  location! 

The  governmental  functions  of  the  township  vary  in  the  different 
states.  In  New  York  the  Town  Clerk  is  custodian  of  the  town  archives, 
registers  births,  deaths  and  marriages.  In  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut  , 
and  Vermont  he  is  Register  of  Deeds  and  in  Rhode  Island  he  is  Clerk 
of  the  Probate  Court . 

Both  township  (town)  boundaries  and  names  may  have  changed  over 
the  years.  In  1952  there  were  932  townships  (towns)  in  Hew  York 
state  and  610  municipalities  (villages  and  cities) .  This  index  of 
the  townships  and  counties  of  New  York  state  has  been  prepared  to 
assist  fellow  researchers  with  these  problems.
